1.  Special  Meeting  January  10 

Oral  report  of  Finance  Committee — “approved  all  articles  on 
warrant”. 

Article  1.  Moderator  declared  a unanimous  vote  in  favor  of 
paying  some  unpaid  bills  of  the  previous  fiscal  year,  legally 
unforceable  due  to  an  insufficiency  of  an  appropriation  in  that 
year;  the  vote  including  an  appropriation  of  $624,99  for  that 
purpose,  to  be  funded  by  a transfer  from  surplus  revenue. 
The  bills  by  departments: 

School  Department  $400.89 

Highway  Department  201.25 

Veterans  Services  Department  22.85 

$624.99 

Article  2.  Appropriation  voted  for  Elections  Department, 
$1,000,  funds  to  be  transferred  from  surplus  revenue. 

Article  3.  Appropriation  of  $12,500  voted  for  the  Board  of 
Health,  the  amount  to  be  transferred  from  surplus  revenue. 

Article  4.  From  a transfer  from  the  Road  Machinery  Fund 
of  $500,  $500  was  voted  for  the  Roard  Machinery  account. 

Article  5.  An  appropriation  of  $6,000  was  voted  for  road 
drainage;  to  meet  said  appropriation,  $6,000  was  transferred 
from  surplus  revenue. 

Article  6.  The  meeting  voted  to  amend  a vote  of  March  13, 
1972.  Under  Article  13  of  the  meeting  called  by  the  warrant 
on  that  date,  the  vote  then  taken  is  amended  by  adding  the 
words,  any  and  all  town  roads.  Also  voted  to  transfer  from 
overlay  surplus  an  indefinite  sum  to  cover  state  and  county 
shares,  to  be  returned  to  overlay  surplus  when  received  from 
those  agencies. 
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2.  Special  Meeting  January  31 

At  the  outset  of  the  meeting  it  was  suggested  by  the  town 
clerk  that  the  warrant  calling  the  meeting  was  defective  by 
reason  of  having  been  signed  by  the  selectmen  on  January  16, 
1980,  a date  for  which  no  meeting  notice  had  been  posted  by 
the  selectmen  as  required  by  the  open  meeting  law. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  without  action  on  the  articles  in 
the  warrant. 


3.  Special  Meeting  February  21 

Finance  Committee  orally  reported  approval  of  only  the  first 
two  articles  on  the  warrant. 

Article  1.  The  meeting  unanimously  voted  approval  of  a 
transfer  from  surplus  revenue  of  $11.76  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  payment  of  that  amount  to  the  Taunton  Daily  Gazette 
for  an  unpaid  bill  of  a previous  year,  legally  unenforceable 
due  to  the  insufficiency  of  an  appropriation  in  that  year. 

Article  2.  Motion  to  appropraite  $2,500  for  the  Treasurer’s 
clerical  account  and  to  fund  this  amount  by  a transfer  from 
surplus  revenue  was  declared  defeated.

7.  Annual  Town  Meeting  May  5 
Article  1.  Accepted  the  Finance  Committee  report. 

The  articles  on  tonight's  warrant  total  $1,600,945.  The 
Finance  Committee  appreciates  the  many  departments  that 
kept  their  budgets  the  same  as  last  year  or  within  the  4% 
tax  cap. 

There  were  increases  in  several  items  over  which  the 
town  has  no  control.  They  are  Board  of  Health,  because  of 
closing  the  dump,  $8,262;  Town  Insurance,  $2,972.50;  Work- 
men’s Compensation  Insurance,  $2,000;  and  County  Retire- 
ment System,  $2,685,  for  a total  of  $15,919.50.  There  were 
cuts  in  budgets:  Cemeteries,  $200;  Veterans  Services,  $2,000. 

The  Finance  Committee  opposes  the  hiring  of  another 
patrolman,  $9,800.  We  also  oppose  the  installation  of  three 
sirens  at  a cost  of  $21,000  as  an  emergency  alarm  system. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  School 
Committee  for  their  continuing  effort  in  decreasing  the  school 
budget  request  from  the  preliminary  budget  of  $1,243,728  to 
the  budget  we  will  vote  on  tonight,  $1,083,523,  an  increase 
of  $75,757  or  8%  over  1980.  The  increase  in  energy  and 
transportation  more  than  equals  the  increases  in  the  1981 
budget. 
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With  the  transfer  of  funds  recommended  by  the  Selectmen 
and  the  cuts  proposed  by  the  Finance  Committee,  the  increase 
in  spending  will  be  kept  within  $100,000  of  last  year,  resulting 
in  a rise  in  the  tax  rate  of  about  $2.65  per  $1,000,  if  the  state 
reimbursements  are  the  same  as  last  year. 

Article  2.  The  meeting  voted  to  accept  those  reports  of  town 
officials  which  are  printed  in  the  annual  town  report. 

Article  3.  Authorized  borrowing  by  the  treasurer  in  antici- 
pation of  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  1981. 

Article  4.  Authorized  contracting  with  the  state  and  county 
by  the  selectmen  for  their  funds  allocated  for  town  roads. 

Article  15.  Under  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter 
41,  Section  4A,  the  meeting  voted  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Assessors  to  appoint  one  of  their  members  to  do  their 
clerical  work,  and  to  set  the  salary  therefor  at  $3,042. 


Article  5.  As  provided  by  law,  the  salaries  and  wages  of 
all  elected  officials  were  set  by  vote  of  the  town.  Further, 
appropriations  were  provided  therefor,  which  follow:

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Article  26.  The  meeting  appropriated  $2,800  from  property- 
taxes  for  a summer  program  for  school  children,  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  a committee  of  5 members  appointed  by  the 
selectmen. 

Article  27.  A motion  to  appropriate  $21,000  for  three  sirens 
for  a town  wide  alarm  system  was  defeated. 

Article  28.  Voted  by  about  70  in  favor  and  2 opposed,  ac- 
cording to  the  Moderator,  in  favor  of  an  amendment  to  the 
town  by-laws,  Article  6,  Section  2,  making  the  amount  in 
excess  of  which  bids  are  required  for  supplies,  or  for  building, 
etc.,  $1,000: 

Section  2.  Every  officer,  board  or  committee  of  the  town, 
when  authorized  to  purchase  any  supplies  or  property,  or 
erect,  construct  or  repair  any  building,  shall  in  each  case  when 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  entire  amount  of  supplies  or  property 
to  be  purchased,  work,  or  other  matter  exceeds  one  thousand 
dollars,  shall  make  a written  contract  thereof,  and  before 
executing  any  such  contract  shall  invite  proposals  thereof  by 
advertising  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  general  circulation 
in  the  town.  Such  notices  of  proposals  shall  state  time  and 
place  for  opening  the  proposals,  and  also  reserve  the  right 
to  reject  any  and  all  proposals. 

Article  29.  A proposed  bylaw  regulating  the  consumption 
of  alcoholic  beverages  in  public  did  not  obtain  the  necessary 
two-thirds  vote  and  was  defeated;  the  count  announced  by 
the  Moderator  being  67  in  favor  and  50  opposed. 

Article  30.  A report  of  the  special  committee  to  study  the 
land  acquisition  needs  of  the  various  town  departments  was 
presented,  as  follows: 

The  study  committee  established  the  following  guide  lines 
for  use  in  our  deliberations: 

1.  based  on  the  slow  past  and  predicted  future  growth  rate, 
new  buildings  and  land  acquisitions  should  be  done  over  a 
moderate  period  of  time. 

2.  we  have  an  immediate  need  for  space  for  police  head- 
quarters and  a communications  center. 

3.  the  town  cemetery  is  full  and  additional  grounds  are  a 
must. 

4.  the  highway  department  must  have  storage  buildings  for 
equipment  and  a heated  maintenance  building. 

5.  the  town  sand  and  salt  pile  by  state  law  must  be  stored 
in  a rain  proof  shelter. 
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6.  the  Common  fire  station  should  eventually  have  one  addi- 
tional bay  added  to  accommodate  the  four  pieces  of  apparatus 
currently  in  town  bays. 

7.  in  the  next  5 to  10  years  the  need  for  a new  Junior  High 
School  will  be  “eminent”. 

8.  an  immediate  need  exists  for  a solid  waste  disposal  site. 

9.  current  town  offices  are  scattered  and  not  posted  con- 
spicuously. 

10.  these  guide  lines  should  be  accomplished  in  an  orderly 
manner  with  the  cost  to  the  taxpayers  kept  as  low  as  possible. 

With  these  ideas  in  mind  we  have  broken  down  our  recom- 
mendations into  an  immediate  short  range  goal,  1 to  5 years, 
and  a long  term  goal.  We  wish  to  point  out  that  although 
some  of  the  following  recommendations  may  seem  out  of  line 
with  land  acquisition  we  feel  that  by  implementing  them  the 
town  may  postpone  or  bypass  a costly  need  to  acquire  addi- 
tional land  and  buildings  to  serve  an  immediate  need. 

Our  short  term  recommendations  are  as  follows: 

1.  move  the  selectmen’s  office  and  meetings  to  the  Town 
Hall  on  the  Common. 

2.  establish  the  current  selectmen’s  office  as  police  head- 
quarters and  the  communication  center. 

3.  place  uniform  clearly  visible  sign  posts  for  the  office  and 
hours  of  operation  at  the  following  locations:  town  clerk’s 
office,  selectmen’s  office,  tax  collector’s  office,  treasurer’s  office, 
police  headquarters  and  communications  center,  highway  de- 
partment. 

4.  appoint  a committee  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  pool- 
ing the  town  secretarial  services  for  all  departments  and 
dispatcher  services. 

5.  immediately  acquire  a parcel  of  land  to  accommodate  the 
cemetery  and  highway  department  needs  with  future  junior 
high  school  possibilities.  This  parcel  should  be  located  central 
to  current  town  facilities  and  consideration  should  be  given 
to  fuel  supplies,  water  supplies,  accessibility  to  town  road- 
ways, drainage  and  building  sites  available.  20  acres  of  usable 
land  appears  to  be  the  minimum  requirement  to  meet  our 
listed  needs  as  follows: 

highway  maintenance  garage  and

6.  We  have  considered  several  areas  for  landfill  possibilities 
but  at  present  cannot  include  any  recommendations,  as  the 
selectmen  have  appointed  a solid  waste  disposal  committee 
to  handle  this  particular  problem.  Our  conclusions  to  date 
will  be  passed  on  to  that  committee. 

Our  long  range  recommendations  are  as  follows: 

1.  continued  use  of  current  fire  stations  and  add  on  one  bay 
to  Common  station  for  ambulance  and  fire  chief’s  permanent 
office. 

2.  build  new  junior  high  school  and  athletic  field.  If  expan- 
sion and  land  use  on  the  parcel  acquired  in  short  term  recom- 
mendations precludes  building  the  school  on  that  parcel,  and 
additional  acquisition  of  15  to  20  acres  should  be  made.  This 
second  parcel  should  be  on  a main  road,  centrally  located 
for  busing,  near  the  current  elementary  school,  and  have 
sufficient  width  and  depth  to  provide  boundary  protection 
from  any  housing  built  on  adjacent  land. 

3.  upon  completion  of  the  new  junior  high  school  the  current 
school  should  be  internally  restructed  for  consolidated  town 
offices.  This  building  would  provide  more  than  adequate  room 
for  all  town  offices,  police  needs,  committee  rooms,  and  records 
storage. 

4.  After  all  town  offices  have  been  moved,  the  old  town  hall 
on  the  Common  should  be  considered  for  donation  to  the  His- 
torical Society  for  its  resurrection  as  a historical  landmark. 

This  committee  has  made  several  recommendations  on 
specific  parcels  of  land.  These  parcels  have  been  submitted 
to  the  selectmen  in  a confidential  letter  to  an  executive  session 
on  April  3,  1980.  This  was  done  to  avoid  any  land  speculation 
which  could  arise. 

We  hope  we  have  served  the  townspeople  of  Berkley  in 
their  best  interest.  This  report  represented  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  committee.  April  2,  1980  (unsigned).  No  action 
was  taken  on  the  report. 
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Article  31.  Voted:  To  authorize  the  selectmen  to  purchase 
a parcel  of  land  described  as  parcel  #1  in  the  report  of  the 
Land  Acquisition  Committee  to  the  selectmen  dated  April  2, 
1980,  by  purchase,  and  to  appropriate  and  transfer  from  the 
surplus  revenue  account  $55,000  for  the  purchase,  legal  and 
engineering  costs. 

Article  32.  Dismissed  the  article  relative  to  adding  to  the 
stabilization  fund. 

Article  33.  Voted:  To  exempt  $86,032.78  of  free  cash  from 
the  provisions  of  section  1A  of  chapter  151  of  the  Acts  of 
1979  and  that  such  free  cash  not  be  utilized  for  the  purpose 
of  reducing  the  property  tax  levy  in  fiscal  1981. 

Article  34.  Voted  in  increase  the  levy  limit  by  $130,550.92 
to  $1,553,898.92  and  the  appropriation  limit  by  the  same 
amount,  $130,550.92  to  $1,503,863.46. 

A short  discussion  was  held  on  making  the  warrant 
articles  clearer  and  more  easily  understood.

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9.  Special  Meeting  September  4 

Article  1.  A motion  to  amend  Article  21,  section  3,  town 
bylaws,  was  amended  from  the  floor  by  changing  the  required 
frontage  from  175  feet  to  150  feet,  and  the  lot  width  from 
150  feet  to  125  feet.  As  thus  amended,  the  bylaw,  as  follows, 
was  approved  unanimously. 

Article  21,  Section  A3.  No  building,  residential,  business 
or  industrial  or  a house  trailer  to  be  used  as  a residence  and 
including  any  accessory  buildings  thereof  shall  be  hereafter 
erected  or  placed  on  any  lot  of  land  having  a continuous 
frontage  on  a single  street  or  roadway  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  fifty  feet;  a lot  width,  measured  between  points  on 
each  sideline  seventy-five  feet  distant  from  the  corners  on 
the  street  or  roadway,  not  less  than  on  hundred  twenty-five 
feet;  and  an  area  of  not  less  than  one  acre  (43,560  square 
feet)  ; unless  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this  by-law,  owner- 
ship of  such  lot  was  held  separately  from  the  adjacent  land, 
or  such  lot  was  shown  on  a plan  or  described  in  a deed 
recorded  with  the  Bristol  County  Taunton  District  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

Article  2.  The  adoption  of  a new  by-law,  to  be  known  as 
Article  22,  relative  to  water  supply  protection,  was  defeated. 

Article  3.  An  amendment  from  the  floor  giving  the  owner 
of  a leaking  tank  72  hours  to  remove  the  contents  rather 
than  24  hours  was  passed  by  the  meeting,  and  the  new 
Article  11  as  thus  amended  was  approved  by  the  voters, 
34  year  and  3 nay.  It  follows: 


PROTECTION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES  FROM  GASOLINE 
AND  OTHER  POLLUTION 

Section  1.  Existing  underground  storage  tanks.  All  un- 
derground storage  tanks  located  within  the  town  of  Berkley 
and  licensed  for  use  prior  to  the  date  of  adoption  of  this 
by-law  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
148,  Section  13,  shall  be  subject  to  periodic  inspection  by  the 
Board  of  Health.  The  purpose  of  such  ispections  shall  be  to 
determine  if  liquids  are  escaping  to  the  surrounding  soil  or 
ground  water,  thereby  creating  a public  nuisance  and  a threat 
to  the  public  and  private  water  supplies.  The  inspection  of 
such  storage  tanks  may  include  the  performing  of  pressure 
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or  other  tests.  Such  inspections  shall  be  performed  at  no 
cost  to  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  storage  tank.  The 
frequency  of  inspections  will  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Health  which  shall  consider  the  expected  life  span  of  the 
storage  tank,  the  type  of  material  stored,  the  proximity  to 
sources  of  water  supply,  and  indications  that  leakage  may 
have  occurred. 

Section  2.  New  underground  storage  installation.  All 
storage  tanks  located  within  the  town  of  Berkley  requiring 
a license  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  148,  Section  13  shall  comply  with  the 
following  conditions  of  the  Board  of  Health  which  shall  be 
included  as  part  of  the  licensing  agreement  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

a.  The  applicant  shall  provide  for  testing  of  the  structural 
integrity  of  the  storage  tank  at  installation  and  at  such  other 
times  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board  of  Health,  depend- 
ing upon  the  expected  life  span  of  the  storage  vessel,  the 
corrosiveness  of  material  being  stored,  and  proximity  to 
water  supply.  Such  tests  may  include  the  application  of  five 
pounds  per  square  inch  of  pressure  to  the  tank,  or  other 
methods  acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

b.  Monitoring  facilities  such  as  observation  wells  or  vapor 
detectors,  capable  of  detecting  the  leakage  of  stored  liquids 
into  the  adjoining  soil  or  ground  water,  may  be  required. 
The  need  for  such  facilities  will  be  determined  by  the  Board 
of  Health  based  upon  the  following:  capacity  of  the  storage 
tank,  proximity  to  sources  of  water  supply,  type  of  liquid 
being  stored,  frequency  of  pressures  or  other  testing. 

Section  3.  Leaking  tanks  not  to  be  continued  in  use. 
No  tank  used  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  products,  solvents, 
acids,  or  hazardous  industrial  chemicals  or  wastes,  whether 
located  above  or  below  ground,  shall  be  continued  in  use  if 
it  is  determined  that  such  materials  are  leaking  into  the  soil 
or  ground  water.  The  owner  shall  immediately  remove  the 
contents  within  a period  of  not  longer  than  72  hours.  Within 
a period  of  not  longer  that  ten  days  such  leaking  tank  shall 
be  removed  from  the  town  of  Berkley  or  filled  with  material 
which  will  render  such  leaking  tank  incapable  of  future  use 
or  otherwise  dismantled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of 
Health  that  it  shall  be  rendered  incapable  of  future  use. 
The  Board  of  Health  shall  mandate  methods  and  materials 
to  be  used  to  abate  these  conditions. 
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Section  4.  Penalty.  Whosoever  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  subject  to  a fine  of  not 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.  Each  day 
of  noncompliance  with  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Health 
shall  constitute  a separate  offence  and  shall  be  fined  accord- 
ingly. 

Article  4.  The  meeting  voted  $2,900  to  be  appropriated  for 
a new  furnace  for  the  Public  Library,  the  appropriation  to  be 
met  by  a transfer  of  funds  from  surplus  revenue. 

Article  5.  And  for  a new  furnace  for  the  Council  on  Aging 
center,  the  appropriation  voted  was  $1,400,  funded  likewise 
from  surplus  revenue. 

Article  6.  Although  not  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
$2,000  was  voted  by  the  meeting  for  a Radar  Unit,  the  funds 
to  be  taken  from  surplus  revenue. 

Article  7.  The  meeting  voted  to  appropriate  $1,400  for  a 
new  copying  machine  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  funded 
by  a transfer  from  surplus  revenue. 

Article  8.  An  appropriation  of  $6,000  was  voted  to  be  taken 
from  surplus  revenue  for  the  purchase  of  new  maps  and  for 
reprogramming  computer  tapes  in  the  Assessors'  Office. 

Article  9.  Bills  of  previous  years,  unpaid  because  of  in- 
sufficiency of  funds  in  the  respective  appropriations,  were 


presented  to  the  town  meeting  for  approval.

Article  10.  Voted:  To  hear  the  presentation  of  the  two 
Citizen  of  the  Year  Awards  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to 
one  man  and  one  woman. 

The  person  we  want  to  present  this  award  came  to 
Berkley  about  42  years  ago.  He  attended  and  graduated  from 
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Bristol  County  Agricultural  School;  a family  man,  taking 
care  of  an  ailing  mother  and  caring  for  a nephew,  always 
helping  neighbors  if  a helping  hand  was  needed.  He  was 
involved  in  4-H  and  always  took  the  time  to  help  out  members 
if  they  asked  for  his  help. 

Like  his  father  before  him,  he  was  appointed  to  the  town 
Finance  Committee.  In  1956  and  served  until  1962;  he  was 
reappointed  to  the  Finance  Committee  in  1969  and  is  still 
serving,  in  the  capacity  of  Chairman.  Served  as  an  Assessor 
for  a three  year  term  from  1963  - 1966  at  which  time  he 
served  as  Chairman. 

He  instituted  the  Berkley  Citizen  Scholarship  fund  in 
town  and  is  the  principal  contributor. 

This  man  is  always  ready  to  help  his  neighbor  or  town 
when  it  is  needed.  This  year  the  Selectmen's  Citizen  of  the 
Year  Award  goes  to  Mr.  Damon  E.  Clegg. 


We  would  like  to  present  this  award  to  a person  who 
always  took  her  part  as  a citizen  of  the  town  and  a mother 
seriously.  She  has  lived  in  Berkley  about  78  years.  She  comes 
by  her  interest  in  community  affairs  naturally  as  her  father 
was  a selectman  for  the  town  for  twelve  years.  Attendance 
at  town  meeting  and  voting  was  a responsibility  she  never 
neglected.  When  she  became  involved  in  any  project,  it  was 
to  pull  on  the  oars  and  not  be  a passenger  in  the  boat,  never 
stinting  in  her  time  and  talents.  It  was  always  her  goal  to 
build  a better  community  for  her  family  and  future  genera- 
tions. 

In  addition  to  her  own  contributions  there  was  also  the 
behind  the  scenes  cooperation  and  support  she  gave  her  hus- 
band in  his  activities  on  behalf  of  the  community  in  social 
and  athletic  events,  volunteers  on  the  Fire  Department,  Fi- 
nance Committee,  Board  of  Appeals,  and  church  work. 

Perhaps  she  herself  is  the  only  one  who  knows  the  full 
extent  of  her  lifetime  of  service,  but  a brief  list  would  in- 
clude: Myricks  PTA  officer  and  member;  Myricks  Methodist 
Church  member  all  her  adult  life  as  well  as  serving  on  all 
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major  committees  during  that  time;  active  in  Civil  Defense 
during  World  War  2,  on  Red  Cross  and  weekly  air  raid  watch ; 
organizer  and  officer  of  Berkley  Women's  Club ; organizer  and 
officer  of  Berkley  Historical  Society. 

This  year  the  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award  goes  to  Marian 
H.  Stetson.

(SRPEDD) 


TOWN  OF  BERKLEY 

During  1980  the  Town  of  Berkley  continued  its  mem- 
bership for  the  eleventh  year  in  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  District.  SRPEDD  is 
a planning  and  economic  development  agency  formed  under 
state  law  to  serve  communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts 
by  providing  a cooperative  approach  to  regional  issues. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a Commission  consisting 
of  a chief  elected  official  or  designee  and  a planning  board 
representative  from  each  participating  municipality  and  six 
low-income  and  minority  representatives.  Berkley's  Commis- 
sion representatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Plan- 
ning Board,  respectively,  are  Raymond  Rose,  who  also  serves 
on  the  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group,  and  S.  Kenneth 
Woodward  who  is  the  Treasurer  for  the  SRPEDD  Commission 
as  well  as  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
Zoning,  Land  Use  and  Environmental  Planning  Committee 
for  the  SRPEDD  Commission.  Karl  Eklund  served  as  At-Large 
Commissioner  from  the  Taunton  Area  as  well  as  a member 
of  both  the  Legislative  and  By-Laws  Committee  and  the 
Affirmative  Action  Committee  for  the  SRPEDD  Commission. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  develop- 
ment, SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and  towns.  Through 
the  free  municipal  assistance  program,  each  community  re- 
ceives time  for  local  projects  and  assistance  in  preparing 
applications  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use, 
economic  development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid 
waste,  energy  resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water 
quality.  Local  participation  in  these  regional  plans  enables 
communities  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and  state  dollars. 


Services  to  Berkley  this  past  year  included: 

• Preparing  an  ordinance,  passed  by  Town  Meeting,  1980, 
to  protect  water  supplies  from  underground  petroleum 
storage. 
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• Analyzing  Taunton  River  Crossing  alignment. 

• Presenting  preliminary  report  August  5,  1980,  on  the 
salt  water  intrusion  problem  at  Assonet  Neck. 

Regional  plans  completed  this  year  benefitting  all  com- 
munities include: 


*The  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
which  makes  member  communities  eligible  for  EDA  funding 
and  a 10  percent  bonus  for  public  facility  projects. 


*The  Transportation  Improvements  Program  (TIP)  which 
lists  major  projects  in  each  community  for  federal  and  state 
funding.  A project  must  be  included  on  the  TIP  in  order 
to  be  eligible  for  these  funds. 


SRPEDD  represented  the  collective  will  of  its  member 
communities.  As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  muni- 
cipalities become  increasingly  complex,  the  District  can  pro- 
vide technical  assistance  to  local  boards,  encourage  coopera- 
tion among  communities,  and  provide  a comprehensive  ap- 
proach to  issues  that  cross  loval  boundaries. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

Serving  as  your  Civil  Defense  Director  for  a second  year 
has  been  my  privilege,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it 
has  been  a very  active  year  for  the  department. 

Administratively,  our  Crisis  Re-location  Plan  is  very 
nearly  completed.  This  Crisis  Re-location  Plan  will  be  used 
(and  we  pray  that  it  will  never  have  to  be  placed  in  operation) 
if  our  country  comes  under  nuclear  attack.  The  plan  when 
put  into,  action  will  relocate  residents  to  a safer  area.  Also, 
this  year,  our  personnel  and  administrative  expenses  of  our 
department  have  qualified  federally  for  a fifty  percent  reim- 
bursement program. 

Through  the  U.  S.  Government  Surplus  Property  Depart- 
ment, the  Civil  Defense  department  was  successful  in  the 
purchasing  of  a 15  kw  generator.  Upon  completion  of  any 
necessary  maintenance  and  the  installation  of  same,  this  diesel 
generator  will  provide  emergency  power  to  both  the  Berkley 
Junior  High  School  and  to  the  Berkley  Fire  Station  at  the 
Common. 

One  project  that  the  department  takes  great  pride  in 
reporting  to  you  about  is  the  department's  direct  involvement 
in  securing  and  helping  to  provide  the  emergency  water  supply 
to  the  Berkley  Elementary  School  during  the  time  period 
that  the  water  source  was  found  to  have  become  contaminated. 
This  was  accomplished  through  combined  efforts  of  our  Berk- 
ley Fire  Department  and  the  greatly  valued  cooperation  of 
the  Town  of  Bourne.  The  Town  of  Bourne  provided  a water 
tank  and  our  fire  department  the  use  of  their  truck. 

As  director,  I have  been  most  ably  assisted  throughout 
the  year  by  the  Deputy  Director,  Robert  Harmon.  His  services 
to  the  town  have  been  most  outstanding. 

The  Civil  Defense  Department  is  ready  to  serve  you,  the 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Berkley.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

December  31,  1980 

On  June  30,  1981  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  twenty-two  years  of  service  to  the 
cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

During  the  1980  spring  season  the  mosquito  population 
seemed  to  be  lighter  in  some  areas  and  normal  to  heavy  in 
others.  This  was  due  to  the  varying  amounts  of  standing 
water  throughout  the  county,  the  areas  with  the  most  water 
having  released  a large  brood  of  mosquitos  and  the  drier 
areas  less. 

Our  spray  got  underway  on  the  19th  of  May  with  seven 
Leco  ultra  low  volume  sprayers  being  put  into  service.  In 
past  years  we  sprayed  mainly  on  request  but  this  practice 
is  not  feasible  as  many  calls  come  in  from  areas  where  little 
or  no  mosquito  breeding  exists.  Spending  time  in  such  areas 
and  not  getting  to  the  source  has  little,  if  any,  effect  in  re- 
during  a mosquito  nuisance.  This  year  all  kown  breeding  areas 
were  plotted  on  the  large  topo  map  of  Bristol  County  that  is 
fixed  to  the  wall  at  our  headquarters.  It  was  from  this  map 
that  the  spray  crews  worked  each  day  and  in  these  areas 
that  most  of  our  spraying  was  done.  This  method  seemed  to 
work  well  as  we  were  able  to  knock  down  the  spring  brood 
earlier  and  more  completely  this  year.  As  we  reduced  the 
spring  brood  in  appreciable  numbers,  it  then  became  possible 
to  expand  our  spraying  program  into  the  more  residential 
areas. 

Our  light  trapping  program  was  further  proof  that  we 
had  succeeded  in  our  efforts  to  reduce  the  mosquito  population. 
By  mid-summer,  all  daily  light  trap  collections  were  extremely 
low  with  some  traps  now  going  day  after  day  without  any 
mosquitos  being  caught.  There  were  no  cases  of  human  en- 
cephalitis in  Bristol  County  this  year  which  I feel  further 
substantiates  the  importance  of  an  organized  mosquito  con- 
trol project. 

In  late  September,  a need  for  adult  mosquito  spraying 
no  longer  existed  and  all  crews  turned  to  ditch  maintenance 
and  water  management.  More  time  and  effort  is  devoted  to 
this  facet  of  the  mosquito  control  program  as  it  is  the  most 
important.  Water  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  existence  of 
mosquitos  in  that  three  of  its  four  life  stages  occur  in  water: 
the  egg,  larvae,  and  pupa.  It  is  only  through  source  reduction 
that  we  can  hope  to  gain  permanent  control. 
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Our  tractor-trenchers  work  year  round  both  on  the  salt 
marsh  and  in  upland  swamp  areas  cleaning  existing  ditches 
and  constructing  new  ones  wherever  needed.  We  can  often 
get  good  results  by  controlling  the  depth  and  flow  of  the 
water  in  an  area  without  having  to  drain  it  completely.  All 
proposed  water  management  work  is  surveyed  before  the 
actual  work  is  to  begin.  Should  it  be  determined  that  such 
work  would  have  a lasting  detrimental  effect  on  the  environ- 
ment, then  other  methods  will  be  applied. 

Our  pre-hatch  work  for  December  1979  to  late  March  1980 
was  far  below  average  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  areas 
that  would  normally  have  been  dusted  were  dry  most  of  the 
winter, months,  filling  with  water  in  the  early  spring. 

The  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  has  pur- 
chased 9 new  dusters  to  be  used  this  winter  in  our  pre-hatch 
work.  This  is  where  we  go  out  into  swamp  areas  that  do  not 
have  any  runoff  and  dust  the  ice  with  a pesticide.  The  adult 
mosquitos  lay  their  eggs  in  the  swamps  in  late  summer  and 
early  fall  making  it  necessary  to  dust  as  many  of  these  areas 
as  possible  before  the  larvae  emerges  in  the  spring.  The  more 
areas  that  are  dusted  in  the  winter,  on  the  ice,  the  less  mos- 
quitos to  emerge  as  adults  in  the  spring.  The  spring  breed 
is  usually  the  largest  of  all  the  hatches,  so  by  reducing  them 
you  can  considerably  cut  your  mosquito  population  for  the 
rest  of  the  year. 

At  the  close  of  1980,  aside  from  our  regular  spray  pro- 
gram, we  treated  230  breeding  catch  basins  with  Altosid 
Briquets  and  cleaned  2,750  feet  of  existing  streams  and 
brooks  of  brush  and  debris.  Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug 
275  feet  of  drainage  ditch  in  the  Town  of  Berkley. 

In  1981  we  shall  continue  to  expand  and  improve  our 
equipment  and  methods  of  mosquito  control  so  that  we  can 
serve  the  people  of  Bristol  County  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 
The  cooperation  of  the  cities,  towns,  and  the  people  is  needed 
and  greatly  appreciated,  for  without  your  support,  we  would 
be  unable  to  operate. 

We,  at  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project, 
would  like  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town  of 
Berkley  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

OF  THE  BERKLEY  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  calendar  year  of  1980,  the  Planning  Board 
reviewed  and  signed  thirteen  (13)  plans  depicting  a total  of 
twenty-five  (25)  lots  of  land  not  requiring  approval  under 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law.  Also  received  and  reviewed  was 
a preliminary  plan  (Form  C filed)  for  a subdivision  of  thirty- 
three  (33)  lots. 

During  1980,  the  Planning  Board  helped  to  draft  a 
general' by-law  pertaining  to  underground  storage  of  gasoline 
and  other  chemicals.  This  draft  was  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  presentation  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  Sep- 
tember 4,  1980.  The  by-law  was  passed  with  amendments. 

Work  was  also  completed  on  drafting  a Zoning  By-Law 
pertaining  to  water  supply  protection.  This  was  also  presented 
at  the  September  Town  Meeting  but  failed  to  receive  the 
support  of  the  voters. 

At  the  same  meeting,  townspeople  voted  to  amend  Arti- 
cle 21  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  by  increasing  the  minimum 
lot  size  to  one  (1)  acre,  keeping  the  frontage  requirement 
at  the  present  one  hundred  fifty  (150)  foot  minimum,  and 
establishing  a minimum  backlot  width  of  one  hundred  twenty- 
five  (125)  feet,  set  back  seventy-five  (75)  feet  along  each 
side-line. 

The  Planning  Board  invites  all  who  are  interested  in 
matters  of  town  planning  to  attend  our  meetings  which  are 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month — postponed  to  the 
second  Monday  in  the  event  of  a holiday.

In  making  my  visits  as  Inspector  of  Buildings  during  this 
past  year,  I have  found  most  construction  work  to  be  satis- 
factory and  meeting  with  the  regulations  of  town  bylaws  and 
the  minimum  standards  as  set  forth  by  the  Massachusetts 
Building  Officials  Code  Administration  (B.O.C.A.).  All  work 
found  not  to  be  in  accordance  with  minimum  standards  has 
since  been  corrected  and  all  builders  are  currently  complying 
with  standards  of  acceptance. 

Records  have  been  maintained  and  can  be  considered 
accurate  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  through  December  31, 
1980.  A monthly  report  of  building  permits  issued  has  been 
filed  with  the  office  of  the  Selectmen  and  published  in  local 
newspapers.

It  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  townspeople  that 
copies  of  the  Massachusetts  Building  Code,  fourth  edition, 
became  effective  on  September  1,  1980.  Copies  of  the  Code  are 
available  for  reference  and  review  at  the  town  library,  office 
of  the  Town  Clerk,  as  well  as  the  offices  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Fire  Chief  and  Inspector  of  Build- 
ings. This  edition,  unlike  previous  issues,  has  been  greatly 
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improved  in  its  simplicity  of  language  and  reduction  of  con- 
fusing ambiguities.  And,  a large  number  of  revisions  in  con- 
tent have  made  some  sections  less  stringent,  thus  allowing 
greater  flexibility  in  interpreting  individual  and  local  need; 
while  in  other  cases,  regulations  have  placed  greater  restric- 
tions and  limitations  on  use  of  materials  and  methods  of 
installation.  The  solid  fuel  appliance  (coal  and  wood  stove) 
is  an  example  of  the  latter. 

There  have  been  fewer  problems  concerning  the  installa- 
tion and  use  of  solid  fuel  appliances  in  1980,  but  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  regular  inspection  and  cleaning  of  both  ap- 
pliances and  flues  by  homeowners  is  still  the  most  important 
consideration  of  safe  use. 

Townspeople  are  to  be  reminded  that  final  inspection  of 
the  installation  of  every  solid  fuel  appliance  is  necessary  in 
order  to  avoid  the  voiding  of  insurance  policies.  Of  the  total 
number  of  permits  issued  for  installation  of  these  units,  only 
approximately  60%  of  them  have  received  final  inspections 
and  approval  as  owners  have  not  accepted  the  responsibility 
to  call  for  the  inspection  as  required  by  Code  regulations  and 
Massachusetts  law.  According  to  the  Code,  this  is  strictly 
the  responsibilty  of  the  owner,  not  the  installer  or  applicant. 

With  regard  to  the  regular  conduct  of  official  business 
of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  I would  like  to  thank  the  various 
boards  and  officials  for  their  interest  and  support,  especially 
Mr.  John  Fernandes,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
Mr.  James  Barrow,  Fire  Chief.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  Highway  Department  has  been  steadily  improving 
all  town  roads.  This  department  not  only  maintains  our  roads, 
but  also  has  been  slowly  improving  our  secondary  and  gravel 
roads.  With  keeping  our  budget  as  low  as  possible  in  the  past 
two  years,  our  program  has  been  to  maintain  and  preserve 
our  highways.  By  cleaning  and  removing  the  unneccessary 
shoulders,  it  will  eliminate  some  of  our  drainage  problems, 
and  also  add  to  its  width. 

In  our  annual  town  meeting,  the  town's  people  voted  the 
highway  surveyor  a salary  position.  This  changed  this  de- 
partment from  a part  time  to  a full  time  Highway  Depart- 
ment. The  Hghway  Department  has  worked  close  with  our 
Police  and  Fire  Departments.  Besides  working  with  our 
selectmen,  this  department  has  been  helped  by  all  department 
heads. 

The  highway  equipment  has  been  kept  in  good  working 
condition.  The  town  has  two  working  sanders,  and  all  equip- 
ment is  being  used  to  its'  fullest  extent. 

In  the  next  fiscal  year,  we  hope  to  start  a reconstruction 
program  by  widening  and  asphalting  our  poorly  surfaced 
roads.  Due  to  proposition  2*4  the  Highway  Department  will 
be  using  our  State  Aid  money  to  help  cut  the  burden  on  cost. 

The  most  important  achievement  during  this  fiscal  year 
was  that  this  town  now  has  a Highway  Department  Building. 
In  October  of  1980  the  department  remodeled  a building  that 
was  purchased  by  the  town.  The  building  can  store  costly 
equipment  and  also  eliminate  the  towns  property  from  being 
stored  in  private  property. 

The  department  is  trying  to  keep  our  highways  safe  for 
not  only  automobiles,  but  for  our  pedestrians  also.  Finally, 
in  closing,  the  Highway  Department  not  only  works  for  the 
town,  but  also  for  the  townspeople.

The  Berkley  Council  on  Aging  was  established  by  vote 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1973,  in  accordance 
with  the  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  8B  of 
the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  carry  out  pro- 
grams designed  to  meet  the  problems  and  needs  of  the  elderly 
in  Berkley,  and  in  cooperation  with  programs  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  Elder  Affairs  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Programs  accomplished  by  the  Berkley  Council  on  Aging 
for  the  past  year  ending  December  31,  1980  are  as  follows: 

1.  One  free  flu  shot  clinic — 64  attended. 

2.  Ten  full  day  Health  Counseling  Sessions.  43%  of  the 
Berkley  Elderly  or  130  attended. 

3.  Sponsored  a conference  to  test  blood  for  anemia  and 
sugar  diabetes — 50  attended. 

4.  Continue  to  provide  and  distribute  Identification  Dis- 
count Cards. 

5.  Attended  meetings  of  the  Regional  Assoc,  of  Councils 
on  Aging,  which  we  are  a member. 

6.  Participation  on  the  Bristol  County  Home  Care  Corp. 
bringing  home  care  to  Berkley  elderly.  Services  in- 
clude homemaking,  chore  services,  medivan  transporta- 
tion for  chronic  and  long-term  medical  problems,  and 
specific  legal  services. 

7.  Continue  to  help  individual  seniors  with  special  needs. 

8.  The  Berkley  Council  on  Aging  Senior  Center  is  open 
weekdays  Monday  through  Friday  from  9 a.m.  to 
4 p.m. — Berkley  Elderly  are  welcome  to  Drop-in  any 
time  during  these  hours.  The  Senior  Center  is  located 
adjacent  to  the  Myricks  Methodist  Church,  93  Myricks 
St. 
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9.  A branch  of  the  Berkley  Library  is  now  located  at 
the  Senior  Center.  A good  selection  of  books  that  are 
considered  interesting  for  the  elderly,  may  be  bor- 
rowed at  any  time  when  the  Senior  Center  is  open. 

10.  Line  Dancing  lessons  started  on  Jan.  12,  1981  and  Line 
dancing  .lessons  will  continue  on  the  first  and  third 
Wednesdays  at  1 p.m.  at  the  Center,  in  February, 
March,  April  and  May. 

Our  dancing  teachers  are  Roger  and  Claire  Vaka,  two 
,very  good  teachers.  Come  on  up,  you  will  enjoy  them. 

11.  A third  State  grant  proposal  was  accepted  and  we 
received  $1,115.00.  This  will  be  used  to  make  exterior 
window  and  door  repairs,  due  to  vandalism,  and  also 
to  make  improvements  to  our  water  supply  system. 

12.  The  old  warm  air  furnace  gave  out  and  it  was  replaced 
with  a new  one. 

Plans  for  the  future: 

1.  Continuation  of  our  existing  programs. 

2.  Develop  new  programs,  such  as  physical  fitness,  nu- 
trition programs,  card  and  bingo  games,  and  legal 
aid  for  the  elderly. 

8.  Continue  to  apply  for  Federal,  State  or  County  grants. 

The  Council  meets  twice  a month  on  the  1st  and  3rd 
Wednesdays  of  each  month  at  10  a.m.  at  the  Senior  Center. 

The  Council  on  aging  lost  three  of  its  members  this  year — 
Frances  Trenouth  who  passed  away  in  March — Margaret  Sil- 
van and  Elaine  Boudreault  who  resigned  later  in  the  year. 
All  three  were  appointed  to  the  Council  when  it  was  originally 
established  in  1973.  All  three  put  in  a great  deal  of  volunteer 
time  and  effort  along  with  the  rest  of  the  members.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

1980  was  a good  year  as  we  have  made  progress  in 
several  areas.  It  must  be  noted  that  the  Town  has  met  several 
challenges  and  has  come  through  them  very  well. 

First,  we  purchased  27  acres  of  land  located  on  North 
Main  St.  adjacent  to  the  Junior  High  School,  Fire  Station 
and  Cemetery.  It  is  presently  being  used  by  the  Highway 
Dept.  Later  it  is  planned  to  use  part  of  this  land  for  cemetery 
expansion. 

Our  town  was  made  aware  of  the  problems  of  water 
pollution,  when  the  Elementary  School’s  water  supply  was 
contaminated  by  a leaking  oil  pipe  from  the  school’s  water 
heating  system.  After  a short  period  and  the  help  of  several 
departments  the  problem  was  rectified.  A new  well  has  been 
drilled. 

As  in  previous  years,  we  awarded  two  Citizen  of  the  Year 
Awards.  The  first  award  was  to  Marion  H.  Stetson.  It  was 
noted  that  she  had  been  instrumental  in  developing  the  Senior 
Citizen  Center  and  her  volunteer  work  in  Historical  Society. 
The  second  award  went  to  Damon  Clegg.  He  has  given  many 
years  of  service  to  the  town  and  is  presently  the  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  November  elections  showed  that  the  majority  of 
Berkley  voters  wanted  Proposition  2%  (Chapter  580).  As  a 
result,  each  department  has  been  requested  to  keep  their 
budgets  to  the  absolute  necessities.  At  the  time  this  report 
was  printed  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Department  Heads  and 
the  Finance  Committee  were  closely  going  over  each  budget 
for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year. 

We,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  been  honored  to  serve 
you  the  citizens  of  Berkley  this  past  year.  We  hope  that  we 
can  do  this  again  next  year  through  better  communication, 
from  you  to  us.

I’d  like  to  thank  all  who  helped  me  in  any  way  to  fulfill 
my  responsibility  as  Collector,  Treasurer,  Accounting  Officer 
of  our  Community. 

I am  continuing  to  spend  much  time  in  an  effort  to  keep 
our  funds  in  high  interest  bearing  areas  to  maximize  our 
earnings  while  keeping  our  funds  fluid.  This  new  source  of 
income  is  added  at  the  end  of  each  year  for  the  most  part 
to  Surplus  Revenue.  I need  more  time  to  spend  in  this  area 
for  even  greater  earnings. 

This  year  we  put  67  parcels  into  Land  Court  in  an  effort 
to  get  these  parcels  back  on  the  tax  rolls  for  greater  income 
to  the  Town.  I plan  to  continue  this  completion  of  collection 
of  all  taxes  to  rid  us  of  this  large  amount  of  uncollected  taxes 
at  the  end  of  each  year. 

As  of  the  preparing  of  this  report  one  of  the  most  alarm- 
ing problems  facing  us  in  in  the  area  of  Employment  Security. 
Several  of  our  part  time  employees  are  filing  claims  for  non- 
work and  we  must  pay  100%  of  their  claim.  We  must  review 
our  hiring  practice  to  keep  these  claims  at  a minimum. 

Lastly,  if  you  don’t  know  what  is  going  on  in  your  Town 
Government,  you  are  at  fault.  All  you  have  to  do  is  ask.  Do 
yourself  a favor  and  get  involved!  We  in  Town  Government 
need  your  help.

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REPORT  OF  STATE  AUDIT 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  town 
of  Berkley,  Massachusetts  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1979, 
and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  May  23,  1980.  As 
part  of  our  examination,  we  made  a study  and  evaluation  of 
the  town’s  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent 
we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required 
by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  stand- 
ards, the  purposes  of  such  evaluation  are  to  establish  a basis 
for  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  in 
determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other  auditing 
procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements  and  to  assist  the  auditor  in  planning 
and  performing  his  examination  of  the  financial  statements. 

Our  examination  of  the  financial  statements  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  in- 
cluding the  study  and  evaluation  of  the  town’s  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1979, 
would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system 
because  it  was  based  on  selected  tests  of  accounting  records 
and  related  data.  However,  such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed 
the  following  weaknesses  that  we  believe  should  be  brought 
to  your  attention. 

Because  this  report  deals  with  areas  of  internal  control 
and  operating  procedures  which  need  improvement,  it  may 
appear  to  portray  a one-sided  picture  of  the  town’s  operations. 
We  wish  to  point  out  that  we  found  many  favorable  aspects 
of  the  town’s  operations  and  accounting  systems.  We  also 
were  pleased  to  note  the  high  degree  of  dedication  evident 
in  many  of  the  officials  and  employees  with  whom  we  worked. 

GENERAL 
1.  Contracts 

Our  tests  for  compliance  with  the  Statute  and  Town  By- 
Laws  requiring  solicitation  of  competitive  bids  revealed  that 
contract  files  were  not  always  complete.  Pursuant  to  Chapter 
41,  Section  57,  which  reads  in  part: 

“The  town  accountant  shall  have  custody  of  all  contracts.” 
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We  recommend  that  every  officer  of  the  town  makes  or 
executes  a contract  on  behalf  of  the  town  shall  furnish  said 
copy  of  the  contract  thereof  to  the  town  accountant  within 
a short  period  of  time  after  its  execution. 

2.  The  internal  control  system  of  the  town  shows  some  weak- 
ness to  the  extent  that  the  town  treasurer  is  also  the  collector 
and  accounting  officer.  Accordingly,  due  to  the  nature  of  the 
following  management  comments,  consideration  should  be 
given  at  a future  date  for  the  appointment  of  a town  account- 
ant in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  55,  Chapter 
41  of  the  General  Laws. 

3.  In  our  review  of  the  various  town  departments  we  found 
the  following; 

1.  The  check  signing  machine  and  signature  plate  are 
not  stored  in  a locked  area,  resulting  in  ease  of  ac- 
cessibility to  unauthorized  personnel.  We  wish  to  point 
out  that  these  weaknesses  are  minimized  to  some 
degree  by  the  fact  that  the  blank  checks  and  check- 
books are  stored  in  a locked  safe.  We  recommend  that 
the  machine  and  checkbooks  and  name  plate  be  locked 
in  a secure  area  when  not  in  use. 

4.  The  general  ledger,  general  journal,  and  treasurer’s  cash 
book  are  not  stored  in  a locked  secure  place.  We  wish  to  point 
out  that  the  present  facilities  are  inadequate  to  house  these 
records.  It  should  be  strongly  emphasized  that  these  docu- 
ments are  critical  in  order  to  conduct  the  ongoing  business 
of  the  town  and  can  not  be  lost  or  damaged.  We  strongly 
recommend  that  a much  larger  safe  be  acquired  for  purposes 
of  storing  these  vital  town  records. 

5.  In  our  review  of  the  police  and  fire  departments,  we  noted 
that  both  appropriation  accounts  were  overdrawn.  In  this 
connection,  attention  is  directed  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  44, 
Section  31,  which  reads  in  part,  “No  department  financed  by 
municipal  revenue,  or  in  whole  or  in  part  by  taxation,  of  any 
city  or  town,  shall  incur  a liability  in  excess  of  the  appro- 
priation made  for  the  use  of  such  department,  except  in  cases 
of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety  of 
persons  or  property,  and  in  a town  by  a majority  vote  of 
all  the  selectmen”. 

6.  In  our  review  of  the  town’s  expenditures,  we  found  the 
following : 

1.  In  our  testing  of  invoices  we  found  one  instance  of 
state  and  federal  taxes  that  were  improperly  paid  on 
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gasoline.  The  treasurer  claims  a rebate  was  received, 
but  could  not  provide  documented  evidence.  We  sug- 
gest that  all  vendors  be  provided  with  the  town’s  tax 
exempt  number. 

2.  In  our  compliance  test  of  the  fire  department  payroll, 
the  pay  schedule  approved  by  the  selectmen  could  not 
be  located  by  the  accounting  officer. 

7.  In  our  review  of  the  town’s  books  we  found  the  following: 

1.  The  accounts  in  the  general  ledger  were  difficult  to 
locate.  They  were  not  numbered  or  otherwise  identi- 
fied. We  suggest  that  a uniform  chart  of  accounts  be 
prepared  and  each  account  be  identified  with  a letter 
and  sequentially  numbered.  This  would  provide  a clear 
audit  trail  from  the  posting  references  in  the  treas- 
urer’s cash  book  directly  to  the  corresponding  general 
ledger  control  account. 

2.  The  fiscal  year  end  balances  of  all  open  accounts  should 
be  indicated  in  pencil  on  each  appropriate  general 
ledger  page. 

8.  In  our  examination  of  reserve  fund  transfers,  we  found 
the  following: 

1.  Standard  transfer  forms  were  not  used  when  making 
account  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

2.  There  were  instances  when  the  signatures  of  the 
finance  committee  appeared  in  the  middle  of  a page 
with  transfers  above  and  below  their  approval.  This 
gave  the  appearance  that  these  transfers  may  not 
have  been  properly  authorized.  We  suggest  the  im- 
plementation of  a standard  transfer  form  to  be  used 
for  all  reserve  fund  transfers. 

9.  SURPLUS  REVENUE 

The  accounting  officer’s  trial  balance  figure  for  surplus 
revenue  was  out  of  balance  with  the  general  ledger  control 
account. 

VARIANCE  $41,850. 

The  difference  was  determined  to  have  occurred  prior  to 
the  fiscal  year  1979.  The  auditors  made  a one-sided  entry 
reducing  surplus  revenue  by  $41,850,  bringing  the  balance 
into  agreement  with  the  accounting  officer’s  trial  balance  upon 
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which  free  cash  was  certified  by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts. 
10.  In  our  veview  of  the  building’  inspector’s  department,  we 
found  the  following: 

1.  No  entries  were  made  in  the  departmental  cash  book 
when  money  was  turned  over  to  the  treasurer.  We 
suggest  an  entry  be  made  in  the  cash  book  for  all 
turnovers  to  the  treasurer  and  cross-referenced  to 
the  turnover  number  and  date. 

2.  Turnover  schedules  were  not  signed  by  the  building 
inspector.  We  suggest  all  turnovers  be  approved  by 
the  building  inspector. 

ASSESSORS 

At  present,  the  real  properties  of  the  town  are  assessed 
at  approximately  51%  of  fair  market  value.  A revaluation  is 
currently  in  process  and  will  be  completed  before  the  1980 
fiscal  year  end.  In  our  review  of  the  assessors’  department 
we  found  the  following: 

1.  Exempt  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  bills  are  deleted  from 
commitment  books  and  the  totals  adjusted  accordingly. 
We  recommend  that  the  abatement  process  be  imple- 
mented for  these  exempt  bills  to  provide  some  assur- 
ance of  proper  approval  as  required  by  the  General 
Laws. 

2.  The  actual  copies  of  monthly  lists  of  abatements  to 
the  accounting  officer  and  warrants  to  the  collector 
were  not  on  file.  In  their  place  was  a typewritten 
document  with  no  signatures  of  the  assessors.  We 
suggest  that  a carbon  copy  of  the  original  documents 
be  kept  in  order  to  verify  that  approval  was  proper. 

COLLECTOR 

In  our  review  of  the  collector’s  department  we  found  the 
following : 

1.  The  bank  reconciliation  was  not  done  on  a monthly 
basis.  Also,  no  formal  bank  reconciliation  was  on  hand. 
We  suggest  that  a formal  monthly  bank  reconciliation 
be  prepared. 

2.  Motor  vehicle  excise  tax  accounts  for  1977  and  prior 
years  contained  small  balances.  We  suggest,  after  all 
legal  remedies  for  collection  have  been  exhausted, 
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that  outstanding  motor  vehicle  excise  levies  should 
be  considered  for  abatement  under  Section  8 of  Chap- 
ter 58. 

3.  Affidavits  of  mailing  were  prepared  only  for  late  bill- 
ings of  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes.  We 
suggest  that  affidavits  be  used  for  all  mailings  of 
real  and  personal  property  taxes. 

4.  Checks  received  in  payment  of  various  levies  were 
not  identified  with  bill  numbers.  We  suggest  that  bill 
numbers  be  placed  on  the  back  of  each  check  in  order 
to  provide  ease  of  identification  as  to  what  levy  a 
particular  check  covers. 

5.  A collector’s  control  book  of  tax  levies  by  year  was 
not  kept.  We  suggest  that  a control  book  of  levies 
be  prepared  on  an  annual  basis.  This  would  provide 
an  excellent  degree  of  control  and  an  additional  check 
on  the  accuracy  of  commitment  books  totals.  Also, 
general  ledger  account  balances  of  the  accounting 
officer  could  be  compared  to  these  totals. 

6.  If  the  collector  is  satisfied  that  a tax  upon  personal 
property  cannot  be  collected,  he  should  request  an 
abatement  from  the  assessors,  citing  Chapter  59, 
Section  71  of  the  General  Laws.  The  collector  should 
on  his  oath  state  the  reason  for  the  request. 

7.  The  collector  gives  authority  to  the  treasurer  auth- 
orizing him  to  collect  uncommitted  taxes  prior  to 
certification  to  treasurer  as  a subsequent  amount  to 
be  added  to  tax  titles.  These  should  be  certified  as 
soon  as  possible  after  due  date.  If  the  taxpayer  pays 
off  a tax  title  prior  to  the  due  date  or  certification 
date  to  the  treasurer,  he  has  no  choice  but  to  place 
the  excess  in  an  agency  account. 

8.  Postings  of  tax  titles  to  the  commitment  book  were 
not  always  done  in  a timely  manner.  We  suggest  that 
these  postings  be  made  promptly  after  the  tax  taking. 
This  would  provide  a greater  degree  of  control  and 
accuracy  when  outstanding  lists  of  taxes  receivable 
are  prepared  and  compared  to  their  respective  general 
ledger  accounts. 

9.  The  collector  should  prove  out  his  abatement  certi- 
ficates with  the  monthly  list  of  abatements  received 
by  the  accounting  officer.  In  this  way  the  general 
ledger  control  account  would  agree  with  the  postings 
to  the  commitment  book. 
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TREASURER 

In  our  review  of  the  treasurer’s  department  we  found  the 
following : 

1.  No  references  were  made  in  the  cash  book  to  bank 
deposits,  which  prohibits  a clear  audit  trail.  Also,  it 
was  difficult  to  establish  a correlation  between  the 
deposits  on  the  bank  statement  and  those  recorded 
in  the  cash  book.  We  suggest  that  all  deposits  be 
grouped,  totaled  and  dated  and  that  this  total  agree 
to  underlying  bank  statement.  We  also  suggest  that 
at  month  end  all  monies  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  be  deposited  immediately  and  intact  in  order 
to  establish  a clean  cut-off  and  resulting  agreement 
between  monthly  receipts  in  the  cash  book  and  de- 
posits listed  on  the  bank  statement. 

2.  Inadequate  or  no  posting  references  existed  on  certain 
documents  examined.  We  suggest  that  all  documents 
be  identified  with  their  proper  posting  references. 

3.  The  town’s  bond  and  coupon  account  has  not  been 
reconciled  for  many  years.  The  reconciliation  was  per- 
formed and  the  account  updated  by  the  municipal 
examiners.  We  suggest  that,  in  the  future,  monthly 
reconciliations  be  made  by  the  accounting  officer. 

4.  At  present  few  posting  references  appear  in  the  treas- 
urer’s cash  book.  We  suggest  that  all  entries  to  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book  be  appropriately  cross-referenced 
to  the  general  ledger. 

5.  The  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  last  updated  on  November  30,  1978  by  the 
municipal  examiners.  It  was  necessary  for  the  munici- 
pal examiner  currently  performing  the  audit  to  up- 
date these  trust  funds  at  the  respective  banks.  We 
suggest  that  all  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  be  updated  at  least  once  each  year. 

6.  Deposits  of  town  funds  were  made  two  or  three  times 
per  week.  While  this  is  an  acceptable  practice  in  a 
small  town,  we  suggest  that  during  peak  periods  of 
collections  an  effort  be  made  to  deposit  funds  daily. 

7.  Redemptions  of  current  year’s  tax  titles  including 
interest  and  costs  of  redemption  were  recorded  in  an 
agency  account.  Interest  and  costs  of  tax  titles  should 
be  recorded  directly  to  estimated  receipts.  We  sug- 
gest that  certifications  of  subsequent  tax  titles  from 
the  collector  to  the  treasurer  be  done  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  due  date.  This  would  enable  the 
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treasurer  to  update  his  tax  title  records  and  eliminate 
the  necessity  of  using  an  agency  account  except  in 
cases  where  the  treasurer  has  authority  from  the 
collector  to  collect  uncommitted  taxes. 

8.  The  town’s  monies  were  all  deposited  in  a combination 
checking/savings  account  earning  interest  at  a rate 
much  less  than  prevailing  rates  of  interest  in  other 
forms  of  investments  available  to  the  town  with  no 
greater  degree  of  risk. 

9.  Although  a debt  record  book  was  at  hand,  it  was 
not  used  to  record  the  semi-annual  interest  payment 
and  annual  payments  of  principal.  We  suggest  that 
all  payments  of  principal  and  interest  be  entered  in 
a timely  manner  and  also,  that  future  interest  pay- 
ments be  indicated. 

10.  Some  copies  of  signed  W-4’s  and  M-4’s  could  not  be 
located.  We  suggest  that  these  files  be  updated. 

11.  The  investment  of  town  funds  must  be  placed  on  a 
warrant  and  the  resulting  maturity  must  be  recorded 
as  a receipt  in  the  treasurer’s  cash  book  in  order  to 
provide  a clear  audit  trail.  We  suggest  that  all  future 
transactions  be  handled  in  this  manner. 

ACCOUNTING  OFFICER 

In  our  review  of  the  accounting  officer’s  department  we 
found  the  following: 

1.  A monthly  trial  balance  was  not  prepared.  We  suggest 
that  a monthly  trial  balance  be  prepared  in  order  to 
provide  a greater  control  over  monthly  account  bal- 
ances. 

2.  Monthly  appropriation  account  balances  were  not  sub- 
mitted to  any  departments  of  the  town.  Pursuant  to 
Chapter  41,  Section  58,  which  reads  in  part: 

“The  town  accountant  shall,  at  regular  intervals 
and  as  often  at  least  as  once  each  month,  send  to  the 
selectmen  and  to  each  board,  committee,  head  of  de- 
partment or  officer  having  the  disbursement  of  an 
appropriation  a statement  of  the  amount  of  orders 
approved  and  warrants  drawn  on  behalf  of  said  board, 
department  or  officer  during  the  preceding  month,  and 
a statement  of  the  balance  of  such  appropriation  re- 
maining subject  to  draft.” 

We  suggest  each  department  be  sent  its  appropriation 
account  balance  on  a monthly  basis. 
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3.  A list  of  unpaid  bills  is  not  submitted  by  each  de- 
partment ta  the  accounting  officer.  According  to  Chap- 
ter 41,  Section  58,  which  reads  in  part: 

“Each  head  of  a department  shall  furnish  the  town 
accountant  with  a list  of  bills  remaining  unpaid.”  We 
suggest  the  accounting  officer  apprise  each  department 
of  their  responsibility  under  Chapter  41. 

4.  Bills  payable  schedules  submitted  by  the  school  de- 
partment are  not  referenced  to  the  respective  war- 
rants. We  suggest  all  bills  payable  schedule  be  cross- 
referenced  to  applicable  warrant  to  provide  a clear 
audit  trail. 


HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

In  our  review  of  the  highway  department,  we  found  the 
following: 

1.  Due  to  the  small  size  of  the  department,  no  full-time 
employees,  a weakness  in  internal  control  exists.  Ma- 
terials are  requisitioned,  received,  invoices  approved 
and  bills  payable  schedules  prepared  by  the  depart- 
ment head.  There  is  not  an  adequate  segregation  of 
duties.  Also  all  materials  are  received  and  stored  at 
the  department  head’s  personal  residence.  We  suggest 
the  town  provide  a central  storage  and  receiving  area 
for  all  materials  and  supplies. 

2.  Each  part-time  employee’s  hours  are  recorded  on  a 
daily  calendar  and  progress  reports  are  kept  of  actual 
hours  spent  on  each  project.  We  suggest  that  a formal 
time  keeping  procedure  be  established.  Time  slips 
should  be  filled  out  by  each  employee  at  the  job  site 
and  signed  by  the  department  head.  This  would  pro- 
vide an  accountability  of  hours  worked  which  could 
be  compared  to  payroll  vouchers. 

3.  Copies  of  receiving  slips  which  provide  documented 
evidence  as  to  type  and  quantities  of  materials  re- 
ceived were  destroyed.  We  suggest  all  copies  of  re- 
ceiving reports  be  retained  in  order  that  invoice  quanti- 
ties can  be  compared  with  those  indicated  on  receiv- 
ing reports. 

4.  No  formal  policy  exists  for  inventory  control.  We 
suggest  a perpetual  record  be  kept  of  all  quantities 
received,  used,  returned  and  on  hand. 
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5.  We  also  wish  to  point  out  that  records  were  available 
only  from  May  10,  1979  forward.  The  previous  high- 
way surveyor  could  not  provide  us  with  adequate 
records  to  provide  an  examination  for  fiscal  year  1979. 


SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

In  our  review  of  the  school  department  we  found  the 
following: 

1.  A voucher  was  charged  erroneously  to  the  federal 
grant  account  (Title  III  - Public  Law  85-864) . The 
voucher  was  for  the  payment  of  a bid  advertisement. 
We  suggest  that  prior  to  payment,  all  vouchers  should 
be  reviewed  for  compliance  with  grant  objectives  and 
intended  use. 

2.  Open  purchase  orders  examined  could  not  be  traced 
to  the  corresponding  encumbrance  entry  recorded  on 
computer  print-out  sheets.  We  suggest  that  a proper 
cut-off  period  for  determination  of  the  status  of  ap- 
propriation accounts  including  open  purchase  orders 
be  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

3.  A running  appropriation  balance  by  account  is  kept  at 
the  principal’s  office.  When  tracing  purchase  orders 
to  the  appropriation  sheets,  one  page  was  missing. 
We  suggest  all  appropriation  account  pages  be  kept 
in  a bound  book  in  order  to  minimize  the  possibility 
of  lost  or  missing  account  pages. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  our  review  of  the  fire  department  we  found  the  fol- 
lowing : 

1.  Time  sheets  for  the  volunteer  firemen  were  not  ap- 
proved by  the  fire  chief.  We  suggest  a formal  program 
be  implemented  whereby  individual  time  sheets  are 
filled  out  by  each  volunteer  and  signed  by  the  fire 
chief.  This  would  provide  accountability  and  a degree 
of  assurance  that  payments  were  made  for  services 
actually  rendered. 

2.  The  hourly  rate  of  emergency  medical  training  per- 
sonnel was  not  listed  at  its  correct  amount.  The  total 
payroll  for  these  individuals  was  proper  because  the 
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lower  rate  was  adjusted  by  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  hours  worked.  We  suggest  that  the  correct  hourly 
rate  and  hours  worked  be  listed  on  all  payroll  vouchers 
in  order  to  provide  validity  and  accountability  for 
payments  to  these  individuals. 

GENERALLY  ACCEPTED  ACCOUNTING  PRINCIPLES 

The  accounting  principles  followed  by  the  Town  are  out- 
lined in  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.  These  principles  are  incorporated  in  a 
manual  commonly  known  as  the  Uniform  System  and  pro- 
mulgated by  the  Department  of  Revenue. 

The  Commonwealth  is  currently  considering  the  adoption 
of  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  as  outlined  in 
Governmental  Accounting,  Auditing  and  Financial  Reporting 
(G.A.A.F.R.),  a 1968  publication  of  the  National  Committee 
on  Governmental  Accounting.  Systems  designed  in  accordance 
with  G.A.A.F.R.  are  arranged  on  a “Fund”  basis,  with  eight 
types  of  funds  and  two  groups  of  accounts. 

Our  examination  uncovered  other  minor  weaknesses  in  the 
accounting  internal  control  system  that  we  considered  to  be 
immaterial  and  accordingly  did  not  affect  the  nature,  timing 
or  extent  of  our  substantive  testing. 

During  our  evaluation  of  Berkley’s  internal  control  sys- 
tem, the  fore-mentioned  weaknesses  were  discussed  with  Town 
management  personnel  responsible  for  that  particular  account- 
ing function.  In  this  regard,  we  would  appreciate  receiving, 
at  your  earliest  convenience,  any  thoughts  you  may  have  with 
respect  to  implementing  our  recommendations  and  a proposed 
timetable  for  same. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
you  for  your  cooperation  during  the  course  of  our  audit  and 
should  you  wish  to  discuss  the  contents  of  this  report,  assist- 
ance in  the  implementation  phase  of  the  financial  statements, 
we  will  be  pleased  to  meet  with  you  at  a mutually  convenient 
date  and  time.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 
Kindergarten  Registration 

1.  Child  must  be  five  years  of  age  or  will  be  five  years 
of  age  on  or  before  the  following  January  first. 

2.  A birth  certificate  is  required. 

3.  A doctor’s  certificate  of  immunization  against  diph- 
theria, pertussis,  tetanus,  measles,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless 
exempted  for  medical  reasons,  must  be  presented  at  registra- 
tion time. 

4.  A recent  physical  examination  recorded  on  the  Massa- 
chusetts Health  Form  by  the  child’s  doctor  must  be  completed. 

5.  Following  the  registration,  appointments  will  be  ar- 
ranged for  a hearing  and  vision  evaluation  at  school. 


Health  Policies 

1.  In  case  of  illness,  doctor’s  certificates  are  only  necessary 
for  communicable  diseases  or  if  specifically  requested  by  the 
school. 

2.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  bring  medications  to 
school  unless  the  school  nurse  has  a doctor’s  order  specifically 
stating  the  name  of  the  medication,  dosage,  time  to  be  given, 
the  student’s  diagnosis,  and  the  necessity  of  taking  the  medi- 
cation during  school  hours.  The  doctor’s  order  should  be  ac- 
companied by  a signed  and  dated  note  from  the  parent  re- 
questing the  administration  of  the  medication.  A final  check 
with  the  physician  will  be  made  by  the  school  nurse. 

3.  Transportation  of  a sick  child  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  parent  and  only  in  an  emergency  will  the  school  provide 
transportation. 

4.  Vision  and  hearing  screening  tests  are  conducted  an- 
nually. 

5.  Physical  examinations  are  given  yearly  in  grades: 
Four  and  eight. 
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School  Hours 

The  Berkley  Elementary  School  is  in  session  from  9 a.m. 
to  3 p.m. 


School  Notes 

When  a student  is  absent  from  school,  he/she  is  ex- 
pected to  bring  with  him/her  a written  excuse  from  his/her 
parents  explaining  his/her  absence. 

A request  for  dismissal  before  the  end  of  the  school  day 
should  be  made  in  person  or  in  writing  by  the  parent. 

The  principal’s  office,  located  at  the  Berkley  Elementary 
School,  is  open  from  7:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.

During  the  winter  when  we  have  snow  or  ice  storms,  the

Emergency  Situations 

Parents  should  be  aware  that  emergencies  may  arise 
while  students  are  in  school.  Due  to  the  emergency,  students 
may  be  released  early.  We  would  place  such  announcements 
on  the  radio.  However,  all  parents  may  not  be  notified.  It  is 
very  important  that  parents  make  arrangements  for  the 
shelter  and  supervision  of  their  children  in  case  of  such 
emergencies.  Neighbors  or  relatives  should  be  notified  and 
students  should  know  what  to  do  if  parents  are  not  at  home. 
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Transportation 

Bus  transportation  is  provided  for  our  students  in  Grades 
K-12.  Bus  rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the 
School  Committee.  A student  must  not  abuse  the  privilege  of 
riding  to  and  from  school  by  misbehavior.  The  enforcement 
of  bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the  bus  driver.  Lesser 
infractions  are  handled  by  warnings  and  restrictions.  When 
a positive  change  in  the  student’s  behavior  has  not  been 
affected  or  a serious  offense  has  occurred,  the  procedure  calls 
for  the  student’s  referral  to  the  office  of  the  principal.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  fourth  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

The  first  year  of  the  new  decade  for  the  citizens  of  the 
town  who  believe  in  and  support  public  education  may  be 
looked  back  on  as  the  year  when  the  concept  of  locally 
controlled  public  education  began  its  test  for  survival.  Public 
education  as  you  know  it,  is  the  foundation  of  our  society. 
Public  education  flourishes  when  parents  want  better  things 
for  their  children  than  they  themselves  had  and  members  of 
the  community,  who  no  longer  have  children  in  school,  actively 
support  the  programs  which  meet  the  needs  of  today's  pupils. 
When  the  majority  of  the  citizens  in  a community  begin  to 
act  like  they  are  doing  too  much  for  today's  school  children, 
public  education  may  deminish  to  something  less  than  the 
microcosm  of  society  which  it  has  been  for  the  last  50  to 
75  years. 


Facilities 

In  previous  reports  your  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
facility  needs  particularly  in  grades  6 to  8.  Early  in  1981, 
the  School  Committee  will  receive  a report  on  facility  needs 
prepared  by  the  staff.  Suffice  to  say  the  lack  of  adequate 
facilities  diminishes  the  programs  you  offer  to  your  school 
children.  I call  your  attention  to  Mr.  Canuel’s  report  which 
follows  for  a detailed  list  of  those  needs. 

The  problems  created  by  the  oil  leak  and  the  resultant 
contamination  of  the  well  were  numerous.  However,  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  many  town  groups  and  individuals, 
what  could  have  been  a major  problem  for  your  elementary 
school  children  was  limited  to  an  inconvenience.  Special  thanks 
go  to  Mr.  George  Moitozo  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen ; Mr.  Raymond  Rose  and  the  members  of  the  High- 
way Department;  Mr.  John  Fernandes  of  the  Board  of  Health ; 
Mr.  Brian  Perry  and  the  Civil  Defense  Group ; and  Mr.  Canuel 
and  Mr.  Horton  of  the  School  Department.  The  efforts  of 
these  people  are  acknowledged  and  appreciated.  Also,  the 
elementary  teachers  and  students  are  acknowledged  for  their 
understanding  and  cooperation. 
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Administrative  Staff 

The  administrative  staff,  central  office  and  building 
principals,  continue  to  operate  as  an  administrative  team. 
Each  one  plays  a very  important  part  in  the  success  we 
achieve. 

Carolyn  R.  Cooper,  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Su- 
perintendent, resigned  in  June  to  return  to  graduate  school. 
Miss  Cooper  made  significant  contributions  in  her  two  years 
in  the  system.  The  vacancy  created  by  Miss  Cooper’s  resig- 
nation was  not  filled  for  1980-81.  The  Central  Office  Staff 
consists  of  Mr.  James  Horton,  Administrator  of  Business; 
Mr.  Russell  Latham,  Director  of  Special  Services;  and  Mr. 
Alan  Patterson,  Director  of  Curriculum.  These  three  admin- 
istrators along  with  the  Office  Manager,  Mrs.  Nancy  Goulart, 
have  combined  their  resources  and  talents  to  assist  me  in 
fulfilling  my  responsibilities  as  Superintendent. 


Curriculum 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  accomplishments  over  the  past 
three  years  with  our  educational  programs.  The  implementa- 
tion of  the  Basic  Skills  Plan,  the  results  of  the  revisions  to 
the  vocal  and  instrumental  music  programs,  and  the  progress 
made  on  the  system-wide  testing  programs  are  a few  of  the 
highlights.  You  will  be  seeing  and  hearing  more  of  these 
programs  in  1981. 


System  Goals 

Each  year  we  establish  system-wide  goals.  This  year’s 
goals  are: 

1.  To  determine  the  effectiveness  of  selected  current 
programs. 

2.  To  promote  partnerships  with  parents  and  all  the 
community  for  the  education  of  our  children. 

Establishment  of  these  goals  gives  us  a focus  for  the 
year.  The  notion  of  goal  setting  as  an  effective  way  to  run 
the  school  system  is  receiving  more  acceptance  in  1980-81 
than  it  has  in  previous  years. 
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Historically  public  schools  have  been  held  responsible  for 
preparing  each  individual  to  become  an  active  participating 
member  of  society.  Your  instructional  staff  has  been  working 
diligently  to  meet  this  responsibility.  It  is  very  clear  to  us 
that  the  role  that  parents  play  in  the  education  of  their 
children  is  changing.  Parents  must  become  actively  involved 
in  the  day-to-day  education  of  their  children.  Parents  who 
are  partners,  active  partners,  with  the  instructional  staff  in 
their  child’s  education  produce  a home-school  relationship 
which  dramatically  improves  the  learning  process. 


Energy  Management 

We  have  had  significant  success  with  our  “Three  E’s 
Program”,  Energy,  Environment  and  Economy.  Energy  costs 
are  the  fastest  growing  items  in  your  school  budget.  Because 
significant  savings  have  been  achieved  in  the  consumption  of 
oil  and  electricity  in  all  schools,  we  have  been  able  to  keep 
the  costs  down.  Credit  is  due  to  the  administrative  staff, 
teachers  and  pupils. 

I call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  Mr.  Edward  Canuel, 
Principal  of  Berkley  Schools  which  follows.  In  addition,  there 
is  a report  from  Mrs.  Margaret  Purdy,  Director  of  Project 
GATHER,  outlining  the  progress  made  in  the  second  year 
of  our  three-year  fully  funded  project  on  education  of  gifted 
and  talented  pupils. 
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REPORT  OF  EDWARD  G.  CANUEL,  PRINCIPAL 
BERKLEY  ELEMENTARY  AND  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

I herewith  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Berkley  Schools. 

Gifted  and  Talented  Program 

We  continue  to  be  very  committed  to  student  needs. 
Our  Gifted  and  Talented  program  has  been  emphasizing  the 
training  of  teachers  in  order  to  enrich  the  learning  experiences 
of  our  students.  During  the  past  three  years,  we  have  en- 
couraged teachers  to  attend  workships,  offered  a course  de- 
veloped by  Berkley  teachers  named  '‘Teaching  the  Gifted 
Child”  (9  teachers),  participated  in  the  Project  GATHER  in- 
service  program  (8  teachers),  and  will  be  offering  another 
course  entitled  “Differentiating  Curriculum  for  Gifted  and 
Talented”  (10  teachers). 

At  the  end  of  this  school  year,  we  will  have  trained 
sixteen  of  our  eighteen  regular  classroom  teachers  and  five 
additional  special  content  area  teachers. 

We  are  proud  that  these  efforts,  the  interest  and  involve- 
ment of  our  teachers,  and  the  use  of  some  mentors,  have 
enabled  us  to  offer  programs  that  increase  the  educational 
experiences  of  Berkley  students. 


School  Programs 

Th  Berkley  Schools  offer  a sound  curriculum  program 
which  emphasizes  Basic  Skills  and  attempts  to  meet  the  needs 
of  its  students.  Both  schools  also  provide  other  programs  as 
facilities  permit.  These  extra  programs  that  we  offer  are 
carried  on  during  and  after  school. 

Berkley  parents  can  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  we  are 
able  to  offer  such  programs  as:  band  and  chorus  in  both 
schools;  intramural  sports  program  such  as:  flag  football, 
speedball,  volleyball,  floor  hockey,  softball,  basketball,  and 
soccer  at  one  or  both  schools;  and  other  activities  such  as: 
macrame,  chess  cub,  pottery  club,  painting  club,  algebra  club, 
yearbook,  drama,  art  exhibit,  and  a science  fair  at  either  the 
elementary  or  junior  high  school. 
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We  were  very  proud  of  the  Berkley  students  who  par- 
ticipated in  District  (14  students)  and  for  SEMSBA  auditions 
and  programs  (18  students)  ; the  Christmas  and  Spring  Con- 
certs; the  excellent  plays  presented  by  our  elementary  stu- 
dents entitled  “The  Frog  Prince”  and  Crunch,  the  Energy- 
Eating  Dragon”;  the  Science  Fair  and  Art  Exhibit. 

These  programs  and  activities  are  offered  to  provide 
learning  experiences  and  opportunities  to  Berkley  students 
that  extend  their  regular  classroom  program. 


Lunch  Program 

Berkley’s  lunch  program  has  always  been  a self-sup- 
porting program.  We  have  always  provided  nutritional  meals 
at  the  lowest  cost  possible  due  to  our  cafeteria  staff  baking 
process. 

We  know  that  we  have  a successful  program  in  that 
77  c/o  of  our  students  participate  in  the  program.  Last  year 
we  also  sought  parent  input  in  regards  to  the  meals  we 
offered  to  our  students.  We  invited  parents  of  grades  1-5 
to  eat  the  same  student  meal.  Sixty  percent  of  the  parents 
responded  favorably  and  encouraged  us  very  much. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  this  program,  in  order  to  continue 
as  a self-sustaining  program,  has  to  increase  lunch  charges. 
However,  due  to  increase  cost  of  food  and  fewer  government 
commodities,  we  have  had  to  increase  student  lunch  prices. 
We  realize  that  it  is  one  more  factor  in  our  increasing  economy 
that  parents  have  to  face,  but  we  also  know  that  we  have 
understanding  parents  who  realize  that  we  have  no  other 
recourse. 


Energy 

Our  teachers,  our  students,  all  school  personnel,  have 
made  concerted  efforts  to  conserve  energy  in  our  schools. 
We  realize  that  energy  costs  have  been  soaring  for  sometime 
and  we  made  every  effort  possible  to  produce  savings  in  this 
regard. 
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We  have  reduced  energy  consumption  and  have  shown  a 
30%  KWH  and  15%  total  MBTU  savings  in  our  schools.  It 
is  true  that  our  budget  may  not  necessarily  reflect  these 
energy  savings  due  to  increased  energy  costs.  However,  the 
fact  remains  that  our  budget  would  reflect  higher  energy 
costs  for  fuel  if  it  were  not  for  conservation  practices  and 
energy  measures  undertaken  in  our  schools  during  the  past 
two  years. 

Berkley  Schools  were  also  very  proud  to  accept  the 
Massachusetts  Superintendent’s  Association  Energy  Flags  last 
April  for  having  shown  energy  savings. 


Facility  Needs 

Berkley  is  considered  a growing  community.  In  the  next 
few  years  certain  building  or  facility  needs  will  need  to  be 
addressed.  Such  needs  as  gymnasium-cafeteria,  resource  room, 
library-media  center,  music  room,  conference  room,  classroom, 
storage,  and  teachers’  room  are  present  needs  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  until  solutions  are  found. 


Federal  Programs 

We  continue  to  take  full  advantage  of  federal  funds.  Our 
present  federal  programs  are:  Title  I,  Title  IV-B,  Title  IV-C 
(Project  GATHER),  94-142  Grant  (Giant  Step),  and  Occupa- 
tional Education  SPED  Grant.  These  programs  which  provide 
personnel,  instructional  materials,  and  equipment,  are  used 
to  supplement  the  current  programs  in  our  schools. 


Proposition  2 1/2 

The  advent  of  Proposition  2%  is  upon  us.  The  Berkley 
School  System  will  find  it  very  difficult  to  maintain  current 
programs  with  a smaller  budget  under  an  inflationary  econ- 
omy. The  above  annual  school  report  indicates  many  worth- 
while programs  and  activities  that  exist  in  your  school  sys- 
tem. It  is  realistic  to  expect  that  the  Berkley  School  System 
will  experience  change  that  will  affect  the  educational  pro- 
grams presently  offered  to  students  during  the  1981-82  school 
year. 
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Conclusion 

May  I express  my  gratitude,  on  behalf  of  students  and 
teachers,  for  the  contributions  and  support  of  the  following 
community  organizations:  Berkley  Parent-Teacher  Organi- 
zation, the  Berkley  Lioness  Club,  the  Berkley  Public  Library 
Trustees  and  librarian,  the  Berkley  Police  Association,  the 
Berkley  Fire  Department,  and  the  Berkley  Lions  Club.

REPORT  OF  MARGARET  PURDY,  Director, 

Project  GATHER 

Project  GATHER  is  an  ESEA  Title  IV-C  federal  grant 
program  for  gifted  and  talented  students  in  grades  kinder- 
garten through  twelve  in  all  schools  in  Berkley,  Dighton,  and 
Rehoboth.  The  project,  which  is  funded  at  a rate  of  $49,450.00 
per  year  for  three  years,  began  in  July,  1979.  The  main  goal 
of  Project  GATHER  is  to  train  teachers  to  provide  appro- 
priate learning  experiences  for  gifted  and  talented  children 
in  all  subject  areas. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  program,  forty-four  regular 
classroom  teachers,  counselors,  and  specialists  from  Dighton, 
Rehoboth  and  Berkley  attended  seven,  full-day  inservice  work- 
shops. These  training  sessions  were  led  by  Carolyn  R.  Cooper, 
then  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  author  of  the  project;  Margaret  Purdy,  Project 
Director;  and  several  visiting  consultants.  The  teachers  were 
instructed  in  the  use  of  The  Enrichment  Triad  Model,  a teach- 
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ing  process  developed  by  Dr.  Joseph  S.  Renzulli  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Connecticut.  Renzulli’s  model  involves  three  types 
of  educational  activities: 

I.  Exploratory  Experiences,  which  introduce  students  to 
unusual  areas  of  study  such  as  astronomy,  politics,  and 
veterinary  medicine  through  the  use  of  guest  speakers, 
films,  or  classroom  activity  centers,  his  type  of  activity 
demonstrates  the  application  of  basic  skills  in  adult 
careers. 

II.  Group  Training  Experiences,  which  develop  thinking 
and  research  skills.  These  exercises  help  students  learn 
new  information  quicker  and  with  more  independence. 

III.  Investigations  of  Real-Life  Problems,  which  involve 
students  of  high  potential  in  advanced  research  in  an 
area  of  their  interest.  This  type  of  student  research 
usually  results  in  a project  which  may  be  a written 
report,  model,  or  media  presentation  for  a real-life 
audience. 

By  using  The  Enrichment  Triad  Model  of  instruction, 
teachers  expose  all  the  students  in  their  classroom  to  some 
gifted/talented  educational  activities,  while  pupils  of  high 
potential  experience  all  the  activities.  It  is  expected  that  by 
the  end  of  the  third  year  of  the  program,  all  teachers  will 
have  received  training  in  the  development  of  higher-level 
thinking  skills  and  their  application  to  advanced  research 
projects. 

Another  goal  of  Project  GATHER  is  to  develop  a human 
and  material  Resource  Bank.  The  resource  assistant,  Maureen 
Courcy,  and  the  project  secretary,  Elizabeth  Ferreira,  main- 
tain an  extensive  resource  service  for  teachers  at  the  project 
office  located  at  Palmer  River  School  in  Rehoboth.  Through 
this  service,  members  of  the  community  volunteer  their  time 
to  work  with  students  on  research  projects  or  present  demon- 
trations  to  classes.' In  addition,  numerous  books,  video-tapes, 
and  classroom  activities  are  loaned  to  teachers  upon  request 
to  help  them  provide  enrichment  to  their  students. 

During  the  summer  of  1980,  nine  staff  members  attended 
an  intensive,  two-week  institute  at  the  University  of  Connecti- 
cut. As  a result  of  this  training,  the  participants  in  the  sum- 
mer workshop  are  now  able  to  assist  other  teachers  in  our 
system  who  want  to  improve  their  teaching  skills. 
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An  evaluation  of  the  project  is  currently  being-  conducted 
by  outside  consultants.  The  results  of  the  evaluation  will  be 
submitted  to  a validation  team  hired  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  Department  of  Education,  which  monitors 
the  progress  of  all  Title  IV-C  projects.  If  this  team  approves 
Project  GATHER  as  an  exemplary  program,  funding  for  a 
fourth  year  will  be  provided  so  that  the  project  staff  can  train 
other  school  systems  to  replicate  the  program  in  their  own 
schools.  We  look  forward  to  the  possibility  of  becoming  a 
model  program  for  the  education  of  gifted  and  talented 
children  and  youth.

In  addition,  there  is  a host  of  individuals 
who  volunteer  their  time  on  a regularly-scheduled  basis  to 
assist  us  with  our  instructional  program.  It  is  the  combined 
effort  of  this  group  which  produces  the  success  we  achieve. 

I acknowledge  and  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee.  Their  contributions  of  both  time 
and  effort  are  significant. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  all  the  above,  my  job  as 
Superintendent  becomes  more  manageable  and  I become  more 
effective.

ANNUAL  REPORT— 1980 

I hereby  submit  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  to  the  citizens 
of  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  School  District.  The  School 
Committee  representing  the  District  is  comprised  of  the  fol- 
lowing people:

In  September  of  1980  Bristol-Plymouth,  for  the  eighth 
consecutive  year,  opened  its  doors  to  the  largest  student 
population  in  it's  history.  793  students  were  enrolled  in  the 
high  school  program  and  114  students  in  the  post-graduate 
programs.  These  figures  represent  an  increase  of  75  students 
since  the  beginning  of  my  term  as  Superintendent-Director 
with  no  increase  in  staff. 

The  apportionment  of  net  appropriation  to  member  com- 
munities was  as  follows:  Berkley — $45,541,  Bridgewater — 
$154,369,  Middleborough — $224,020,  Raynham — $139,189,  and 
Taunton — $553,073.  The  per  pupil  assessment  for  the  1980-81 
school  year  is  $1,265.52. 

The  school  has  received  notification  from  the  New  Eng- 
land Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  that  a two  year 
progress  report  which  was  submitted  was  reviewed  and 
accepted  without  a recommendation  for  a change  in  status. 
63%  of  the  recommendations  of  changes  or  evaluations  have 
been  either  completed  or  are  in  progress  and  18%  are  planned 
for  the  future. 

It  was  also  noted  that  the  staff  and  administration  have 
responded  appropriately  to  many  significant  visiting  com- 
mittee and  Commission  concerns. 
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There  has  been  one  major  administrative  appointment 
in  the  school.  Mr.  Barry  Motta  was  appointed  as  Director  of 
Pupil  Personnel  Service  to  replace  Mr.  Paul  Couture  who 
passed  away  in  December  of  1979.  Mr.  Motta  has  been  a 
very  capable  replacement  and  has  responded  most  adequately 
to  this  challenging  position. 

Bristol-Plymouth  provides  full  and  complete  academic, 
vocational  and  special  needs  programs.  The  two  most  signi- 
ficant changes  in  the  academic  program  for  the  year  1980-81 
are  an  attendance  requirement  and  an  inclusion  in  the 
curriculum  of  program  for  accelerated  students.  By  rede- 
signing our  scheduling  procedures,  students  are  placed  in 
levels  of  learning  appropriate  to  their  ability.  There  is  a 
heavier  emphasis  this  year  on  the  basic  skills  and  all  fresh- 
men are  tested  for  competency  in  reading,  writing  and  mathe- 
matics. Those  students  who  fail  to  meet  the  basic  standards 
will  be  placed  in  remedial  classes. 

As  of  December  1,  1980,  ninety-eight  (98)  special  needs 
students,  excluding  the  hearing  impaired  students,  were  on 
the  register.  This  number  represents  an  increase  of  fifteen 
students  over  the  same  reporting  period  in  1979,  and  thir- 
teen percent  (23%)  of  the  total  school  enrollment,  which 
is  well  above  all  guidelines  regarding  special  needs  population. 

Of  the  ninety-eight  (98)  students,  eleven  are  in  a 502.1 
prototype  program,  eighty-three  are  in  a 502.2  prototype 
program  and  two  (2)  are  in  a 502.3  program.  Special  services 
are  provided,  as  needed,  in  all  academic  areas,  adapted  physi- 
cal education,  speech  therapy,  and  psychological  services. 
Special  needs  students  are  represented  in  each  of  the  fourteen 
trade  areas,  and  receive  direct  special  needs  assistance  in 
six  shop  and  related  areas  through  staff  funded  by  a grant 
under  Public  Law  98-482. 

Bristol-Plymouth  has  a program  for  hearing  impaired 
students.  We  now  have  thirteen  (13)  hearing  impaired  stu- 
dents of  which  seven  (7)  are  Freshmen.  All  are  mainstreamed 
in  vocational  areas  with  interpreters  available. 

As  of  December  15,  1980,  seventy-five  (75)  grade  twelve 
students  were  out  on  Cooperative  Work  Study.  This  represents 
forty -four  percent  (44%)  of  the  senior  class,  up  sixty  per- 
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cent  (60%)  over  last  year.  Our  graduating  class  of  1980 
had  the  highest  job  placement  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
Seventy-three  (73%)  of  the  class  are  working  in  their  trade, 
and  total  placement  is  93%.  Our  post  graduate  placement 
was  once  again  excellent.  The  L.P.N.  program  had  100% 
placement,  the  Data  Processing  94%  and  the  Medical  Assist- 
ant 80%.  All  of  our  post  graduates  were  offered  employment. 

Our  Advisory  Board  continues  to  offer  us  a unique  ad- 
vantage in  being  able  to  assess  the  needs  of  the  community 
and  also  to  draw  upon  the  expert  advice  of  those  people 
who  are  professionals  in  their  trade  or  business.  Their  con- 
tributions and  advice  continue  to  help  make  Bristol-Plymouth 
an  outstanding  vocational  school  in  the  state. 

1980  was  a successful  and  productive  year  at  Bristol- 
Plymouth.  This  could  only  have  been  achieved  through  the 
cooperation  of  many  people,  and  I am  thankful  for  their 
support.]
